(b) has been on the foils of the University 
Economic^ Department throughout the academic

A deficiency in the required number of lectures may 
be condoned up to 15 lectures by the Head of the Depart-

A candidate who attends the required percentage 
of lectures in tho course but does not appear, or, having 
appeared, fails in the examination, may be allowed to 
appear in two subsequent examinations without attending 
a fresh course of lectures. 

A candidate who fails in the examination for 
Certificate in Economic Statistics shall be allowed to clatry 
forward the marks for Practical Record Books and Survey 
Reports, for two subsequent examinations.

1.2. The examination for Diploma in Gandhian 
Philosophy shall be held once a year ordinarily in the 
month of June on such dates as may be fixed by Syndi- 
cate. 

1.3. The date for commencement of the examination 
and the last date for receipt of admission form and fee 
(a) without late fee, and (b) with late fee of Rs. 5/-, as 
fixed by Syndicate shall be notified by the Registrar to 
the Head of the University Department of Gandhian 
Philosophy and the Principal of the affiliated colleges. 

2. The examination shall be open to any person who — 

(i) is a graduate of this University or possesses an 
equivalent qualification recognised by the Uni- 
versity; 

(ii) has been on the rolls of the University Depart- 
ment of Gandhian Philosophy or a college affi- 
liated for the course throughout the academic 
year preceding the examination; 

(iii) produces the following certificates signed by 
the Head of the University Department of 
Gandhian Philosophy/ Principal of the affiliated 
college 

(a) Of good character; and 
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(b) Of having attended not less than 75% of the 
lectures delivered for the course. 

A deficiency in the required number of lecture, as laid 
down in Regulation 2 may be condoned as under 

(a) up to 15 lectures— by the Head of the University 
Department/Principal of the affiliated college. 

(b) up to 25 lectures — by the Dean of University 
Instruction in the case of students of the Uni- 
versity Department and the Vice-Chancellor 
in the case of students of affiliated colleges. 

3. A candidate who attends the required percentage of 
the lectures but does not appear, or, having appeared, 
fails in the examination, may be allowed to appear at 
the examination as a private candidate within a period 
of three years after completing the course, without 
attending a fresh course of lectures. 

4. The amount of admission fee to be paid by a candi- 
date shall be Rs. 30. 

5.1. The medium of examination shall be English. 

5.2. The examination shall be held according to the 
Syllabus and courses of reading prescribed by the Senate. 

6. The minimum number of marks required to pass 
the examination shall be 40% in each paper. 

7.1. Successful candidates shall be classified into three 
divisions as under : — 

(a) Those who obtain 60% or more marks in the 
.... First Division. 

(b) Those who obtain lets than 60% but not less 
than 50% marks in the aggregate .... Second 
Division. 

(c) Those who obtain less than 50% marks in the 
a 8gr c 8 a,e - •• Third Division.

BACHELOR OF JOURNALISM EXAMINATION 

1.1. The duration of the courbe for the degree of 
Bachelor of Journalism shall be one year, 

1.2. The examination for the degree of Bachelor of 
Journalism shall be held once a year ordinarily in the 
month of April on such dates as may be fixed by .Syndi- 
cate. 

1.3. The last date for receipt of admission form and 
fee with and without late fee (Rs, 5) fixed by the Syndi- 
cate shall be notified to the Head of the Journalism 
Department. 

1.4. The date of examination and the last date for 
receipt of admission form and fee as fixed by the Syndi- 
cate shall be notified by the Registrar to the Head of 
the University Department of Journalism. 

2. A person who— 

(a) is a graduate of the Panjab University; 

or 

(b) possesses a qualification of another University 
recognised as equivalent to (a). 

shall be eligible to join the course. 

3.1. The examination shall be open to a student who 
has passed the examination us laid down in Regulation 
2 and : — 

(i) has been on the rolls of the University Jour- 
nalism Department during the academic year 
preceding the examination; 


(ii) produces the following certificates signed by the 
Head of the Department in Journalism : 

(a) Of good character; 

(b) Of having attended not less than 75% of the 
lectures delivered to the class during the 
academic year preceding the examination. 

(c) Of having obtained at least 40 percent marks 
in practical assignments (marks to be awarded 
by the teachers on the basis of assignments 
done by a student up to the cud of February of 
the academic year) , 

3.2. The Head of the Department shall have authority 
to condone shortage in attendance of lectures to the extent 
of fifteen lectures in each paper, 

3.3. A student who, having attended the prescribed 
number of lectures, does not appear at the examination, 
or having appeared at the examination, has failed, may be 
permitted to appear at the examination, as a private candi- 
date, within a period of three year's after completing such 
course. 

4. The amount of examination admission fee to be paid 
by a candidate shall be Rs. 75. 

5. The medium of examination shall be English. 

6. The examination shall be held according to syllabus 
and courses of reading prescribed by the Senate. 

7. The minimum number of marks required to pass this 
examination shall be 40 per cent in each paper. 

8.1. A candidate who obtains 40 per cent of the aggre- 
gate marks, but fails in one paper only, obtaining not less 
than 25 per cent of the marks in that paper, may at his 
option be admitted to a subsequent examination or exami- 
nations in that paper and if he pa'ses in that paper he 
shall be deemed to have passed the examination. Provided 
(hat such a candidate shall have to clear the compartment 
paper within the three consecutive examinations from the 
date of his first failing in that paper, 

8.2. The admission fee for appearing in a compartment 
paper, on each occasion, shall be the same as for the whole 
examination, 

9.1. Successful candidates who obtain 60 per cent of 
the marks or more in the aggregate shall be placed in the 
first division and all others in the second division. 

9.2. Four weeks after the termination of the exami- 
nation or as soon thereafter as is possible, the Registrar 
shall publish the result of the examination. 

9.3. Each successful candidate shall be granted i degree 
stating the division in which he has passed. 

10.1, The management of the class in Bachelor of 
Journalism (hereinafter called the class) shall be vested 
in the Syndicate, subject to the control exercised by the 
Senate in any matter requiring the sanction of this body, 
and the Syndicate shall appoint a committee in the 
manner provided in Regulation 10.2, and delegate to this 
committee power to decide any matter not requiring 
sanction of the Syndicate under the regulations. 

10.2. The committee shall consist of the following ; 

( i ) The Vice-Chancellor; 

(ii) The Head of the Department of Journalism; 

(iii) Seven members nominated by the Syndicate by 
January 31, including a Head of Journalism 
Department from another Univerity. 

The Head of the Department shall act as Secretary of 
the Committee. 

The Vice-Chancellor shall be the Chairman of the 
Committee but in his absence members present at a 
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meeting --.h all elect a Chairman to preside at sudfi a meet- 
ing. Three members shall form a quorum. 

The Committee shall hold office for the calendar year. 

10.3. The Committee shall exercise all the powers 
of a Board of studies in relation to instruction and exa- 
mination ot Bachelor ot Journalism. 

BACHELOR OF LIBRARY SCIENCE 

1.1. The duration of the course for the decree ot 
Bachelor of Library Science shall be one academic year. 

1.2. Rules for admission of students and the amount 
of fees to be paid by them shall be laid down by Syndicate, 

1.3. The examination for the degree of Bachelor of 
Library Science shall be held once u year ordinarily in 
the month of May on such dates as may be fixed by 
Syndicate. 

1.4. The last dale for receipt of admission form and 
fee without late fee and with late fee of Rs. 5 as fixed 
by Syndicate shall Ire notified by the Registrar. 

2.1. A person who possesses one of the following 
qualifications shall be eligible to join the cjourse : — 

(al Bachelor’s Degree with as least 50% marks in 
the aggregate from this University or from any 
other University the Bachelor’s Degree of which 
has been recognised by the Syndicate; 
or 

(b) Master’s degree tram this University or from 
any other University Master’s Degree of which 
has been recognised by this University; 

or 

(c) any other qualification recognised by the Syndi- 
cate as equivalent to (a) or (b). 

2. 2. The examination shall he open to a student who — 

(a) has acquired not less than one academic year 
previously the qualification as laid down in 
Regulation 2.1.; 

(b) has been on the rolls of the University Depart- 
ment of Library Scicnc'c throughout the academic 
year preceding the examination and produces 
the following certificates signed by the Head 
of the Department : — 

1. of good moral character; 

2. of having attended not less than 75 per cent 
of lectures delivered to his class and of having 
completed the prescribed practical work during 
the academic year preceding the examination, 

A deficiency in the required number of lectures as laid 
down in Regulation 2 may be condoned as under : — 

(i) up to 15 lectures — by the Head of the Depart- 
ment; 

(ii) up to 25 lectures— by the Dean of University 
Instruction. 

3. A candidate who has completed the prescribed course 
but is unable to appear or pass in the examination, may 
be admitted to the next two consecutive examinations 
without attending the course again, provided that a candi- 
date, who is unable to appear, shall submit his “Term 
paper” at the time of the next examination. A candidate 
who fails may be allowed to carry forward the marks 
obtained by him in the “Term paper” at the last exami- 
nation to the subsequent examinations. 

4. The amount of examination fee to be paid by a 
Candida e shall be Rs. 56. 

5.1. The examination shall be held in accordance with 
the syllabus approved by the Senate, 


5.2. English shall be the medium of examination. * 

6.1. The minimum number ot m.uhs required to pass 
this examination shall be 33 per cent (a) separately in 
each paper, and in each practical examination and (b) 
40 per cent in the aggregate. 

6.2. A candidate who obtains 40 per cent of the aggre- 
gate number of marks in all the subjects b t has failed 
in one'subjcct only, obtaining not less than 2 s percent of 
the marks in that subject, may be admitted to the next 
annual examination in that subject; or if he fails to 
pass or present himself for that examination, then at the 
examination next after that. If he obtains 33 per cent 
marks in that subject in cither of these examinations, he 
shall be deemed to have passed the examination. 

Such a candidate shall be required to pay admission 
fee as for the whole examination and shall not be eligible 
for a prize or a medal. A candidate who fails to pass 
or to appear in the two chances allowed, shall be dec- 
lared to have failed in the whole examination and must 
appear in all the subjects if he desires to appear in it 
again. 

7.1. Successful candidates shall be classified as under ; 

(a) those who obtain 60% or more of the aggregate 
marks — First Division. 

(b) those who obtain 50% or more, but less than 
60% of the aggregate marks— Second Division, 

(c) those who obtain less than 50% of the aggre- 
gate marks — Third Division. 

7.2. The Registrar shall publish the results of the 
examination four weeks after the termination of the 
examination or as soon thereafter as is possible. 

7.3. Each successful candidate shall be granted a degree 
showing the division in which he has passed. 

BACHELOR OF COMMERCE 

l.L The duration of the course for the Degree of 
Bachelor of Commerce (B. Com.) shall be three years. 

1.2. The course shall consist of Part I examination at 
the end of first year, Part 11 examination at the end of 
second year and Part III (Final) examination at the end 
of third year, 

1.3. The examination in each part shall be held once 
a year, ordinarily in the month of April, on such dates 
as may be fixed by the Syndicate. 

1.4. A supplementary examination for candidates 
placed in compartment shall ordinarily be held in the 
month of August/September, on such dates as may be 
fixed by Syndicate. 

1.5. The last date for receipt of admission form and 
fee (a) without late fee, and (b) with late fee of Rs. 5/- 
as fixed by Syndicate, shall be notified by the Registrar. 

2.1. A person who has passed one of the following 
examinations shall be eligible to join the first year class 
of the Bachelor of Commerce Course : — 

(a) Pre-University examination of the Panjab Uni- 
versity with at least 40% marks in the aggre- 
gate; 

(b) Higher Secondary Examination with at least 
40% marks in the aggregate and with English 
as one of the subjects, of the Pa jab Univer- 
sity or of the Board of School Education. 
Panjab, Haryana, or of the Centrr I Board of 
Secondary Education, Delhi (for students of 
Union Territory of Chandigarh); 
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(c) Any other examination recognised by the Syn- 
dicate as equivalent to (a) or (b), with at least 
40 % murks in the aggregate. 

2.2. A person who has passed the Bachelor of Com- 
merce Part I examination of the Punjab University or 
any other examination recognised (by the Syndicate) as 
equivalent thereto shall be eligible to join the second 
year class of the Bachelor of Commerce course. 

2.3. A person who has passed one of the following 
examinations shall be eligible to join third year class of 
the Bachelor of Commerce course : — 

(a) Bachelor of Commerce Part II examination of 
the Panjab University; 

(b) Bachelor of Commerce Part II of the Kuru- 
kshetra University or Panjabi University or 
Guru Nanak University or Himachal Pradesh 
University, if subjects /Courses offered were (he 
same as prescribed by this University; 

3.1. The examination in Part I/II/III shall be open 
to any student who has passed the examination laid 
down in Regulation 2. and 

(a) has been on the rolls of the University Depart- 
ment of Commerce and Business Management/ 
affiliated college for the academic year preced- 
ing the examination; 

(b) and produces a certificate signed by the Head 
of the Department/College of having attended 
not less than 75% of the full course of lectures 
and tutorials delivered to his class in each sub- 
ject offered. 

Provided that a candidate must take Part II/lII exa- 
mination within three years of his passing Part T/fl exa- 
mination respectively. 

3.2. The Head of the University Department/Princi- 
pal of the college shall have authority to condone defi- 
ciency up to 10% of the total number of lectures and of 
the tutorials, held in each subject. 

4. A student who has completed the prescribed course 
of instruction for the examination but has not been able 
to appear in the examination or has appeared but has 
failed, may be recommended by the Head of the Depart- 
ment/Principal for admission to such examination as a 
late college student, without attending a fresh course of 
instruction at the next annual examination. On his 
second failure in the examination or failure to appear in 
the examination, he shall not be eligible to appear in 
the examination without attending a fresh course in the 
Department/ an affiliated college. If he fails at the third 
attempt, he may again be permitted to appear at the next 
annual examination either as a college student or as a 
late college student, but if he fails even at the fourth 
attempt in Part T examination he shall not be permitted 
thereafter to appear in that examination either as a college 
student or as a private candidate. This shall not effect 
the right of a candidate to reappear in one subject under 
compartment regulation. A candidate who fails in Part 
II/Part III examination at tho fourth attempt, shall repeat 
the above process. 

5. The amount of examination fee to be paid by a 
candidate for each part shall be as follows —

6. The medium of examination shall be English or 
Hindi or Panjabi or Urdu except for the subject of Eng- 
lish in which it shall be English, 
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7. Every candidate shall be requited to take the sub- 
jects prescribed by the Senate for each examination as 
given in the syllabus. 

8. (a) 20 per cent marks in each paper shall be re- 
served for internal assessment on the basis of (i) tuto- 
rial work and (ii) house examination result, 50 per cent 
of the marks for internal assessment in each paper shall 
be for tutorial work and 50 per cent for the house 
examination result. 

(b) For purposes of (a) only one House examination 
shall be held between November and January. Provided 
that for students who could not appear in it on medical 
grounds the Head of the Department/Principal may hold 
before March 31, for the purpose of internal assessment, 
an additional House examination, like the regular House 
examination, 

(c) Internal assessment awards shall be submitted to 
the Registrar, at least two weeks before the commence- 
ment of the examination. 

(d) The basis on which the internal assessment marks 
have been awarded shall be recorded by the Department/ 
College in a Register, duly countersigned by the Head/ 
Principal shall be available for inspection, if needed by 
the University, up to six months from the date of decla- 
ration of the results. 

(e) There shall be no internal assessment in the case 
of late college students and the aggregate marks to each 
subject shall be increased proportionately. 

9.1. The minimum number of marks required to pass 
the examination in each part shall be : — 

(a) 35% in the Internal assessment and 

(b) 35% in each written paper of the University 
examination; 

9.2. A candidate who obtains 35% of the aggregate 
number of marks of all the subjects but has failed in one 
subject only, obtaining not less than 20 per cent of the 
marks in that subject, may be admitted to the supplemen- 
tary examination in that subject ordinarily held in the 
month of August/September of the same year and if he 
passes in it, he shall be deemed to have passed the exa- 
mination. 

A candidate to whom this concession is granted shall 
be eligible to join the next higher class provisionally, but 
if fafis in the supplementary examination, be shall revert 
to the lower class. 

9.3. A candidate who appears in the supplementary 
examination under this regulation shall be required to 
pay admission fee as for the whole examination and shall 
not be eligible for a scholarship, a prize or a medal, 

10.1, The successful candidates shall be classified, as 
under, on the total aggregate number of marks obtained 
in the First, Second and Final examinations taken to- 
gether : — 

(a) Those who obtain 60 per cent or more of the 
total marks — First Division.

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examination from any other University or any 
other examination recognised as equivalent there- 
to, the classification into divisions shall be made 
on the basis ol aggregate marks obtained by 
them in Part IT and Part TII examinations only. 

(2) In the case of candidates who join Part 11/111 
class after passing Part J/II examination from 
Kurukshetra University or Panjabi University 
or Guru Nanak University, or Himachal Pra 
desh University, the marks obtained in B. Com. 
Part II shall be counted towards his division by 
increasing or reducing proportionately the 
maiks obtained at the other University in com- 
parison with the maximum marks prescribed 
by this University.

FACULITY OF DESIGN & FINE ARTS 
Degree of Bachelor of Arts ( Fine Arts) 

1.1. The duration of the course for the degree ot 
Bachelor of Arts (Fine Arts) shall be three years. There 
shall be three examinations, viz.. Part I at the end of 
first year, Part II at the end of second yeur, and Part lit 
(Final) at the end of third year, all of which will he held 
once a year ordinarily in the month of April, on such 
dates as may be fixed by Syndicate. 

1.2. A supplementary examination shall be held ordi- 
narily in the month of September for candidates who 
have to rc-appear under Regulation 6,2. 

1.3. The last date for receipt of admission form and 
fee without late fee and with late fee of Rs, 5, as fixed 
by Syndicate, shall be notified by the Registrar. 

2.1. A person who has passed one of the following 
examinations shall be eligible to join (first year) class 
of the course : — 

(a) Higher Secondary or Pre-University examina- 
tion in the Fine Arts Group of this University. 

OR 

of the Board of School Education, Panjab or 
Haryana or of the Central Board of Secon- 
dary Education, Delhi (for students of Union 
Territory of Chandigarh only), 

OR 

(b) Higher Secondary or Pre-University examina- 
tion in the Humanities Group with Fine Arts 
as one of the subjects, of this University, 

OR 

(c) any other examination tecoguised by the Syndi- 
cate as equivalent to (a) or (b). 

2.2 A person who has passed Part I of the Bachelor 
ot Arts (Fine Arts) examination of this University shall 
be eligible to join second year class of the course. 

2.3. A person who has passed Part If of the Bachelor 
of Arts (Fine Arts) examination of this University shall 
be eligible to join third year class of the course. 

3.1. The examination in Part I/II/11I shall be open 
to a person who possesses the qualification as laid down 
in Regulation 2. and produces a certificate signed by the 


Head of the University Department of Fine Arts or the 
Principal of the College affiliated for the course : — 

(a) of having been on the rolls in the University 
Department of Fine Arts or a College affiliated 
for the course during the academic year pre- 
ceding the examination; 

(b) of having attended not less than 75% of the 
total attendances of (a) lectures including semi- 
nars and (b) periods assigned to practical work 
in each subject; 

(c) of having qualified in the sessional work. 

3.2. Lectures, seminars and practical shall be count- 
ed up to 15 days previous to the date of commencement 
ol examination. 

3.3. A deficiency in lectures, seminars and practical 
work may be condoned by the Head of the University 
department or the Principal of the affiliated college up 
to 5 per cent in each subject. 

3.4 A student who having attended the prescribed 
number of lectures, seminars and praclticals, does not 
appear in Part I/Part 11/Part III (Final) examination, 
or, having appeared in the examination, fails, muy be 
allowed to appear as a late college student, in the exami- 
nation concerned, at the next examination and the one 
after the next. 

4. The examination fee to be paid for each Part shall 
be Rs. 30 for a regular student and Rs. 35 for an ex- 
student. 

5.1. The examination shall be held in accordance with 
the syllabus approved by the Senate. 

5.2. Marks in the internal assessment (based on home 
work and periodical tests) shall be forwarded by the 
Head of the University department /Principal of the 
college to the Registrar, in a consolidated statement, 
before the commencement of the annual University 
examination. 

6.1. The minimum number of maiks required to pass 
the examination shall be- 
ta) 50% in the internal assessment; 

tb) 33% in the written paper of each ‘uhject; and 
(e) 50% in the sessional work of each subject, 

6.2. Subject to the provisions of regulation 7, a candi- 
date who tails in the examination but obtains in a subject 
or subjects the minimum marks as laid down in regula- 
tion 6.1., shall be exempted from appearing in such 
subject or subjects for the next two examinations. For the 
lentnining subjects, a supplementary examination will be 
held ordinarily in the month of September of the same 
year. 

It a candidate docs not pass in the remaining subject 
or subjects at the next two examinations, he must repeat 
the entire examination. 

A candidate appearing in one or more subjects under 
this regulation shall pay admission fee for the whole 
examination as prescribed in Regulation 4. 

7, A candidate who is not successful in Part I exami- 
nation in two consecutive years shall not be allowed to 
continue his studies for this course. 

8, 1 . The Registrar shall publish the result of the exami- 
nation as soon as is possible after the termination of ihe 
examination. 

8. 2. The successful candidates shall be classified into 
two divisions as under 

(i) those who obtain 60 per cent or more of 
the aggregate marks in part T, part IT ttnd part 
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III (Final examinations taken together. 1st 
division. 

(ii) those who obtain less than 60 per cent of 
the aggregate marks in Part [, Part II and Part

8.3, A successful candidate, beiore being admitted to 
the degree of Bachelor of Oris (Fine Arts), shall be 
required to produce a certificate fiom the Principal of the 
college Head of the department, of having successfully 
carried out the project work nlloted to him by the Head 
of the Department. The project work will carry 200 
marks and will be assessed by a Board of Examiners con- 
sisting of three members, at least one of whom shall be 
an external examiner. 

The minimum number of marks required to qualify in 
the project work shall bo 50 per cent of the aggregate. 

BACHELOR OF PHYSICAL EDUCATION 

EXAMINATION 

1.1. Tire duration of the course tor the degree ol 
Bachelor of Physical Education shall be one year. 

1.7. I he examination will be held once a year ordinarily 
in the month of April, on such dates as may be fixed 
by Syndicate, 

1.3. The last date for receipt of admission form and fee 
without and with late fee of Rs. 5 as fixed by Syndicate, 
shall be notified by the Registrar. 

2.1. A person who has passed any one of the following 
examinations shall be eligible to join the course. 

(a) a flist degree examination of the Panjab Uni- 
versity; 

or 

(h) a first degree examination of another University 
recognised by the Syndicate as equivalent to (a). 

2.2. A student who possesses the qualification laid 
down in Regulation 2. 1., has attended the prescribed

(.burse, does not apper in the examination or having 
appeared in the examination fails, and is recommended 
by the Head of the Department/Principal of his college, 
shall be eligible to appear in the examination within 
a period of three years from the date of completion of 
the course. 

3, The examination fee to be paid by a candidate shall 
be Rs. 46. 

4,1. The examination shall consist of three paits, as 
under, according to the syllabus prescribed for cnch part : 

Peit 1 : -Theory; 


Part II • — Practice of Teaching; and 
Part III : — Skill and prowess. 

4.2. A candidate may also offer a paper on National 
Social Service of 50 marks us an additional optional 
subjec[t. The marks obtuined in this subject shall not count 
towards division but the fact of his having passed in it 
shall be mentioned in the certificate. 

4.3, For proficiency in the various physical activities 
including games and sports, based on observation on the 
candidate’s skill during practices and competitions during 
periods of training, and also by arranging periodical spe- 
cial test, mark shall be awarded to each candidate on the 
recommendation of the teacher incharge, and shall be 
recorded in a Register duly signed by the Head of the 
Department/Principn] of the college. 

The marks thus awarded shall be toi warded by the 
Head of the Department /Principal of the college, to the 
Registrar a fortnight before the commencement of the 
written examination.

6, English shall he the medium of examination, 

7.1. The minimum number of marks required to pass 
the examination in each Part shall be 33 per cent in each 
theory paper, 40 per cent in each practical, and 40 per 
cent in the aggregate of each part. This percentage shall 
be required separately in the internal assessment. 

7.2. Every candidate shall be required to pass in each 
Part of the examination separately, i.e. Theory, practice

7.3. A candidate who fails in any part of the exami- 
nation shall be permitted to appear at any subsequent 
examination in the part in which he failed on payment 
on each occasion of the same fee us prescribed for the 
whole examination, without being required to attend the 
course.

1 3 The last date for receipt of admission form and 
fee without and with late fee of Rs. 5, as fixed by Syndi- 
cate shall be notified by the Registrar. 
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2. (. A poison who possesses any of the following 
qualifications shall be eligible to join the Part I of the

(i) Degree of Bachelor of Physical Education 
of the Panjab University;

(ii) A Pat — Graduate Diploma in Physical 
Education from the Panjab University obtained 
after graduation;

3.1. A student who possesses the qualifications laid 
down in Regulation 2. 1., has been on the rolls of the 
University Department of Physical Education for one 
academic year preceding tho examination and produces 
the following certificates signed by the Head of the 
Department, shall be eligible to appear in Part I exami- 
nation : — 

(a) ot good character; 

(b) of having attended at least 75% of the full 
courses of (i) lectures, (ii) practical, and

7.1. T he minimum numbci ot marks required to pass 
in each part shall be 33 per cent in each written paper, 
40 per cent in each practical and 40 per cent in the 
aggregate of each part. 

7.2. Successful candidates shall be classified as under 
on the c'ombined marks of Part I and Part If examinations 
taken together : —

SPECIAL PROVISION 

8.1. A person who has passed the M. A. Physical 
Education examination from this University in the third 
division may he allowed to reappear as a private candi- 
date for purposes of improving his division. For this 
purpose, he may be given two chances within a poriod 
of five years from the date of his passing in tho third 
' livision. 

8.2. A person who is allowed to reappear in the exami- 
nation under this regulation may reappear in both Part I 
and Part II examination simultaneously or Part I or Part 
II, or both (he Parts separately, but if he dhooses to appear 
in both the Parts, he must complete the examination 
within a period of five years from passing in the third 
division. 
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—8.3. Marks obtained in Part I or Part II at the time 
or obtaining third division may be carried forward and 
combined with the other Part for purposes of improving 
the division. 

8.4. A person who chooses to appear in both the Parts, 
separately, but finds that he has improved the division 
even with the marks of one Part, may not reappear in 
the other Part. 

8.5. The result of such a candidate shall be declared 
only if he improves the division. 

9. A person who is allowed to reappear in the M. A. 
(Physical Education) Part I examination under regulation 

8.1. shall not be required to attend the camp for practical 
work in recreation. 

Marks awarded to the candidate in sessional work or 
internal assessment and/or dissertation may be carried 
forward at his option. 

BACHELOR OF ARCHITECTURE EXAMINATION 

1.1. The duration of the course for the degree of 
Bachelor of Architecture (B. Arch.) shall be five years. 
Each year will have two semesters. There will be an 
examination at the end of each semester except in the 
case of second semester of the Final year during which 
there shall be 24-week Practical Training. 

There shall be five main examinations to be respect iveJy 
called First. Second, Third (Intermediate), Fourth (Pre- 
Final) and Fifth (Final). 

1.2. The Semesters examinations shall ordinarily be 
held in the months of December and May, on such dates 
as may be fixed by the Syndicate. 

1.3. The last date for receipt of admission form and 
fee without late fee and with late fee of Rs. 5, as fixed 
by Syndicate, shall be notified by the Registrar. 

2. A person who has passed one of the following 
examinations with at least 50% marks in the aggregate 
of English, Physics, Chemistry and Mathematics (all as 
compulsory subjects) shall be eligible to join tflic 
course : — 

(a) The Higher Secondary examination in the 
Science group of — 

(i) the Panjab University before 1970; or 

(ii) the Board of School Education or Punjab. 
Haryana or Central Board of Secondary 
examination, Delhi (for students of Chan- 
digarh schools only); or 

(b) The Pre-University examination in the Science 
group of the Panjab University; or 

(c) The Pre-Engineering examination of the Panjab 
University; or 

(d) Ativ other examination recognised by the 
Syndicate as equivalent to (a), (b) or (c). 

3. A student who qualifies in the First/Second Semester 
of the First/ Second /Third/Fourth Final examination shall 
be eligible to study in the Second Semester of the same 
year or for promotion to the higher class, as the case 
mav he. in accordance with the provisions of Regulation 
8 . 

4.1. A student who possesses the qualifications laid 
down in Regulation 2, and has been enrolled in a college 
affiliated for this course during the Semester preceding 
examination of each semester may be allowed to appear 
in the examination of the semester concerned if he 
produces the following certificates signed by the Princi- 
pal of the college : — 

(a) of good character; and 

(b) (i) of having attended not less than 85 of 

lectures, tutorials, laboratory and practical 
work (wherever prescribed) in each of the 


subjects except those involving Studio work. 
viz.. Architectural Design. Building Con- 
struction, Graphics and Sculpture, Archi- 
tectural Drawing and Thesis. 

Lectures shall be counted upto 15 days 
before the date of commencement of exa- 
mination; and 

(ii) of haying completed the prescribed course, 
to the satisfaction of the Principal, in 
subjects involving Studio-work and Thesis. 

4.2. A deficiency up to 5% in lectures, tutorials, labo- 
ratory and practical work in each subject, may be con- 
doned by the Principal of the College. 

4.3. A student of the college who has attended the 
prescribed number of lectures and practicals, etc., for a 
semester ’out docs not appear at the examination, or 
having appeared at the examination fails, may be per 
nutted to appear at the next examination of that semester 
and the one after the next without attending a fresh 
course of lectures and practicals, etc.

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6.3. The University may appoint an Inspector to inspect 
the teccrds, etc., of the internal assessment maintained 
in the various colleges for ensuring uniformity of stan- 
dards. 

6.4. The marks awarded to a candidate in the Internal 
Assessment shall be carried forward, at his option, when 
he is permitted under Regulation 9.1. to reappear in a part 
or parts at a subsequent examination. 

The marks obtained by a candidate in Internal Assess- 
ment shall remain valid, even if he remains a P-.cn t in 
the external examination. 

7. The medium of examination shall be as under : —

(iv) with late fee of Rs. 105 up 'to two weeks before 
the commencement of examination only if allowed by 
the Registrar. 

1.6. The Schedule of dates fixed in accordance with 
Regulations 1.3., 1.4, and 1.5. shall be notified by the 
Registrar . 

1.7. The Shastri examination shall foe field in two 
Parts — Part I at the end of the first year and Part II At 
the end of the second year. 

2.1, A person who has passed any of the following 
examinations shall be eligible to join the Shastri Part I 
Class 

(a) the Vishanada 'examination of this University; 

or 

(b) M.A. examination in Sanskrit of 'this University; 
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or 

(c) an examination ot another University recognis- 
ed as equivalent to (a) or (b). 

2.2. A person who has passed Shastri Part 1 examina- 
tion of this University shall be eligible to join Shastri 
Part II class, 

2.3. For admission to other examination, viz., Prajna, 
Visharada, Munshi, Munshi Alam, Munshi Fazil, Maulvi, 
Maulvi Alam and Maulvi Fazil, no qualification has been 
prescribed, 

3.1. A perapn who possesses the qualification laid 
down in Regulation 2, and produces the following certi- 
ficates signed by the Head of the affiliated institution most 
recently attended by him shall be eligible to appear in 
the examinations listed in Regulation 1.1 

(a) of good character; 

(b) of having been on the rolls of an institution 
affiliated to the University during the year pre- 
ceding the examination; a deficiency in this 
period may be condoned by the Syndicate for 
special reasons; and 

(c) of having attended not less than two-thirds of 
the lectures delivered to the class concerned. 

3.2. A deficiency in the required number of lectures 
may be condoned by Ihe Principal of a college to the 
extent of 15 lectures. 

3.3. A person who possesses the qualification laid 
down in Regulation 2 and is permitted to appear in the 
examination as a private candidate under the regulations 
of the chapter for such candidates shall also be eligible 
to >appcar in these examinations, 

A private candidate eligible under this regulation shall 
submit his udmission form countersigned by one of the 
authorities approved by the Syndicate.

In the Shastri examination, grace marks shall be given 
separately in Part I and Part II examinations. 

6.2. A candidate appearing in (a) Part I /II Shastri, 
or (b) Munshi Fazil or (c) Maulvi Fazil examination, 
shall also he deemed to have passed the examination if 
he obtains ; 

fa) at leust 50% marks in the aggregate of all the 
pupers; and 

(b) at least 25% marks in the individual papers. 

6.3. In the Proficiency, High Proficiency and Honours 
examinations, a candidate who has obtained 40 per cent 
of the aggregate number of marks, but has failed in one 
paper only obtaining not less than 25 per cent marks 
in that paper shall be permitted to appear at the supple- 
mentary examination to be held in October of the same 
year and the next annual examination in that paper only, 
on payment of the same fee on each occasion as for 
the whole examination, and if he passes in (hat paper 
in either of these examinations, he shall be deemed to 
have passed the examination concerned. 

Provided that the Syndicate may extend this period, 
in the case of a member of the regular armed forces, 
who is unable owing to defence exigencies, to avail him- 
self of a chance within this time. 

6.4. A candidate for Shastri Part 1 examination who 
is placed under compartment may be allowed to join 
Part II class and also appear simultaneously in Part I 
and Part II examinations. If he fails to clear the Part 
I examination within the period allowed by this regula- 
tion, his result of Part 11 examination will be cancelled. 

6.5. A candidate for Shastri Part II examination who 
is placed under compartment may be allowed to join 
Acharya Part I class and also to appear simultaneously 
in Shastri Part II and Acharya Part I examinations. If 
he fails to clear the Part II examination within the period 
allowed by this regulation, his result of Acharya Part I 
examination will be cancelled. 

7.1. Successful candidates shall be classified as under : 

(a) those who obtain 60% or more of the aggre- 
gate marks (including the additional optional 
paper) — First Division. 

(b) those who obtain 50% or more, but less than 
60% — Second Division. 

(c) those who obtain less than 50 %— Third Divi- 
sion, 

In the case of Shastri examination, the division will 
be determined on the combined marks obtained in Part 
I and Part II examinations. 

7.2. The Registrar shall publish the result of the 
examination six weeks after the termination, or so soon 
thereafter as is possible. 

Each successful candidate shall be granted a Diploma 
under Regulation 8 stating the examination passed by 
him and the division in which he has passed. 

A cfandidate who passes Part I of the Shastri examina- 
tion shell be ©-anted a certificate of having passed Part 
I examination. 
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The additional paper in which a candidate has qualified 
shall be mentioned on his certificate. 

8. Diplomas conferring the Oriental Literary Titles of 
Shastri, Munshi Fazil or Maulvi Fazil shall be granted 
to persons who pass the examination for Honours in 
Sanskrit, Persian or Arabic, respectively. 

Diploma conferring the Oriental Literary Titles of 
Visharda, MunshiiAlam or Maulvi Alam shall be granted 
to persons who pass the examination for high proficiency 
in Sanskrit, Persian or Arabic, respectively. 

Diplomas conferring the Oriental Literary Titles of 
Prajna, Munshi or Maulvi shall be granted to persons 
who pass the examination for the Proficiency in Sanskrit, 
Persian or Arabic, respectively. 

9. Under these Regulations a candidate can take an 
Oriental Titles or Modem Indian Languages examination 
in June and another Oriental Titles or Modern Indian 
Languages examination in November of the same dander 
year. 

CERTIFICATES IN MODERN INDIAN 
LANGUAGES 

1.1. There shall be examinations for certificates of : —

(iv) with late fee of Rs. 105 upto two weeks before 
the commencement of the examination only if 
allowed by the Registrar. 

1.6. The schedule of dates fixed in accordance with 
Regulation 1. 3., 1, 4. and 1. 5 shall be notified by the 
Registrar, 

2. A person who has passed any of the following exami- 
nations shall be eligible to join the Prabhakar/ Giani/ Adib 
Fazil class : —

or

REGULATIONS FOR THE DIPLOMA OF ACHARYA 

EXAMINATION IN SANSKRIT LANGUAGE & 
LITERATURE 

1.1, The duration of the course of instruction for a 
Diploma of Aciharya shall be two years. 

1.2, The examination in each shall be held in two 
parts, viz. Part I at the end of the first year and Part II 
at the end of second year. 

1.3, The examination in Part I and Part II shall be 
held once a year ordinarily in the month of June on such 
dates as may be fixed by the .Syndicate. 

1.4, A supplementary examination shall be held only 
for compartment candidates ordinarily in the month of 
November of the same year, on such dates as may be 
fixed by Syndicate, 

1-5. The date of the examination and the last date 
for receipt of admission form and fee without and with 
late fee of Rs. 5, as fixed by the Syndicate, shall be noti- 
fied by the Registrar, 
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2. 1. A person who has passed the following exami- 
nations shall be eligible to join the course : — 

(a) the Shastri examination of this University; 

or 

(b) the M. A. examination in Sanskrit of this Uni- 
versity; 

or 

(c ) an examination of this or another University 
recognised by the Syndicate a-> equivalent to (a) or (b). 

2. 2. A person who has passed the Acharya Part I 
examination of this University will be eligible to join 
Part II class. 

3. I. A person who possesses the qualifications laid 
down in Regulation 2, has been on the rolls of an insti- 
tution affiliated to the University for the Acharya exami- 
nation for one academic year and produces the following 
certificates signed by the Head of the institution shall be 
eligible to appear in Part l/II examination 

(a) of good character; and 

(b) of having attended not less than two-thirds of 
the lectures delivered in each subject; a deficiency 
in the required number of lectures up to 15 
may be condoned by the Head of the institu- 
tion. 

3. 2. A person who possesses the qualifications laid 
down in Regulation 2 ; hall also be eligible to appear in 
Part l/ll examination if he — 

(i) satisfies the conditions laid down in regulations 
of the Chapter for private candidates for the 
examination, or 

(ii) is appearing from an associated institution, or 

(iii) is appearing from a recognised Sanskrit research 
institution such as V.V.R.I., Ho&hiarpur, 

4. The amount of examination fee to be paid by a 
candidate for each Part shall be as follows : 

Students of affiliated institution — Rs. 21. 

Private candidate — Rs. 26. 

5. Private candidates shall submit their application 
forms for admission to the examination countersigned 
by one of the authorities approved by Syndicate for this 
purpose, 

6. The medium of examination will be Sanskrit. 

7.1. A candidate shall offer one of the following sub- 
jects for the examination ; — 

(i) Veda; 

(ii) Sahitya; 

(iii) Vyakarana. 

(iv) Darashana. 

7.2. The examination shall be held according to the syl- 
labus prescribed by the Senate. 

8.1. The minimum number of marks required to pass 
the examination shall be 45 per cent in each paper. 

The provisions as laid down in Regulation 26 of 
Chapter III, Part B, Calendar, Volume II, 1972, as 
applicable to M.A, examination shall apply to Acharya 
examination, 

8.2. A candidate for Part I/II examination who obtains 
at least 45 per cent of the aggregate number of marks 
but fails in one paper obtaining not less than 33 per cent 
marks shall be permitted to appear In that paper at the 
supplementary examination held in November of the 


same year on payment of full fee prescribed for the 
examination. If he obtains pass marks, he shall be 
deemed to have passed the Acharya examinations. If 
he fails at the supplementary examination, he shall have 
to appear In all the papers, next time. 

Provided that the Syndicate may extend this period, 
in the case of a member of the regular armed forces, 
who is unable owing to defence exigencies, to avail him- 
self of the compartment chance within this time. 

9.1. Successful candidates shall be classified as under : 

(a) those who obtain 60% or more of the aggregate 
marks — -First Division. 

(b) those who obtain 50% or more but less than 
60% — Second Division 

(c) those who obtain less than 50%- — Third Divi- 
sion. 

The division of successful candidates shall be determined 
on (he combined result of Part I and Part II examina- 
tions. 

9.2. The Registrar shall publish the result of the 
examination four weeks after the termination of the exa- 
mination or as soon as may be possible. 

9.3. Each successful candidate of Part 1 shall receive 
a certificate of having passed that examination. Each 
successful candidate of Part II shall receive a diploma 
conferring the oriental Literary Title of Acharya. 

10. A candidate who has passed the Acharya exami- 
nation of this University may appear in the Acharya 
examination in any subject other than the one in which 
he has already passed, if he satisfies ihe requirements 
of these regulations. 

11.1, A person who has passed this examination from 
the Panjab University in the third division may be allowed 
to reappear as a private candidate for purposes of im- 
proving his division. For this purpose he may be given 
two chances within a period of five years from the date 
of his passing in third division. 

11.2, A person who is allowed to reappear in this 
examination under regulation 11.1. may be reappear in 
both Part I and Part II examination simultaneously 
or Part I or Part II, or both the Parts separately, but 
if he chooses to appear in both the parts, he must com- 
plete the examination within a period of five years from 
passing in third division. 

11.3, Marks obtained in Part I or Part II at the lime 
of obtaining third division may be carried forward and 
combined with the other part in which the candidate may 
decide to re-appear for purposes of improving the 

division. 

1 1 . 4 . A person who chooses to re-appear in both the 
Parts separately but finds that he has improved the divi- 
sion even with the marks obtained in one Part, may 
not re-appear in the other Part. 

11-5. The result of such a candidate shall be de- 
clared only if he improves the Division.

The date of examination and the last date for 
receipt of admission forms without and with late fee of 
Rs. 6, as fixed by Syndicate, shall be notified by the 
Registrar. 

2. A person who has passed the following examina- 
tions shall be eligible to join these courses 

(a The Higher Secondary examination of the 
Panjab University before 1970, or of the Board 
of School Education of Panjab/Haryana or of 
the Central Board of Secondary Education, 
Delhi (students of Union Territory of Chandi- 
garh only);

(a) Certificate in French /German /Russian of the 
Panjab University; 

or 

(b) B.A. Part I examination with French/German/ 
Russian as an elective subject of the Panjab 
University, 

or 

(c) For examination to Diploma Course in Russian, 
the Elementary Technical Translation Certificate 
in Russian; 

or 

(d) an examination of another University /Board re- 
cognised by the Syndicate as equivalent to (a), 
(b) or (c). 

3.1. A person who possesses the qualifications laid down 
in Regulation 2, and produces the following certificates 
signed by the Head of the Panjab University 
French/ German/Russian Department, or by Principal of 
the College affiliated for the course, shall be eligible to 
appear in the examination ; — 

(a) of good character; 

(b) of having been on the rolls of the Department/ 
College during the academic year preceding 
the examination; and 

(c) of having attended Hot less than 75% of the 
lectures delivered in the Class. 

3.2. A deficiency in the required number of lectures 
may be condoned —

EXAMINATIONS FOR CERTIFICATES IN 
(i) SANSKRIT AND (ii) TAMIL 

1.1. The duration of the course for Certificate in 
Sanskrit/Tamil shall be one academic year. 

1.2. These examinations shall be held once a year 
ordinarily in the month of May, on such dates as may 
be fixed by Syndicate. 

1.3. The date of examination and the last date for 
receipt of admission forms without and with late fee of 
Rs. 5, as fixed by Syndicate, shall be notified by the 
Registrar. 

2. A person who has passed the following examina- 
tions shall be eligible to join these courses ; — 

(a) Higher Secondary examination of the Panjab 
University before 1970, or of the Board 
of School Education of Panjab/Haryana or of 
the Central Board of Secondary Education, 
Delhi (students of Union Territory of Chandi- 
garh only); 

or 

(b) the Pre-University examination of the Panjab 
University; 

or 

(c) an examination of another University /Board 
recognised by the Syndicate as equivalent to 

(a) Or (b).
